of jazz as a strategic tool of economic development to support performance, education, and 456 

advocacy activities.  457

to an organization located in the District near Farragut Square and founded in 2014 that is an 461 

affiliate of a national organization and that provides technical training, job placement, 462 

mentorship, and workforce development support at no cost to prepare participants for 21st 463 

century careers, such as providing web development and cloud-based training and job 464 

opportunities. 465 

“(aa)(1) Notwithstanding section 1094 of the Grant Administration Act of 2013, effective 466 

December 24, 2013 (D.C. Law 20-61; D.C. Official Code § 1-328.13), the Deputy Mayor shall 467 

award grants to an organization based and located in the District and founded in 2017 that is an 468 

affiliate of a national organization and that promotes and supports the growth of equity impact 469 

enterprises, as defined in section 2302(8A) of the Small and Certified Business Enterprise 470 
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Development and Assistance Act of 2005, effective October 20, 2005 (D.C. Law 16-33; D.C. 471

routes to relieve congestion at the Rosslyn Metro Station all of which include a stop in 943

Key Bridge which is one of the main arteries that connects the District of Columbia with 946 

Virginia, and as such could serve as an electric vehicle charging station with solar panels 947

the electrification of vehicles.  949

(2) Monies otherwise appropriated to, or transferred to, the Fund in accordance with law. 2438 

(c) Money deposited into the Fund shall not be obligated or expended until the Council of the 2439

their partners and identifying evidence-based and promising practices for care coordination, 2532 

systems navigation, and case management services that address and eliminate barriers to 2533 

accessing care and care utilization for birthing people and their partners; 2534 

(4) Evidence-informed practices that are culturally congruent and accessible to 2535 

eliminate racial and ethnic disparities that exist in addressing prevention, screening, diagnosis, 2536 

intervention and treatment, and recovery from perinatal mood and anxiety disorders; 2537 

(5) National and global models that successfully that promotes access to care 2538 

including screening, diagnosis, intervention, treatment, recovery and prevention services for 2539 

perinatal mood and anxiety disorders in the pregnant or postpartum person and non-birthing 2540 

partner; 2541 

(6) Community-based or multigenerational practices that support individuals and 2542 

families affected by a maternal mental health condition;  2543 

(7) Successful initiatives regarding workforce development encompassing the 2544 

hiring, training, and retention of a behavioral health care workforce as it relates to perinatal 2545 
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mental health, including maximizing non-traditional behavioral health supports such as peer 2546 

support and community health workers; 2547 

(8) Models for private and public funding of perinatal mental health initiatives; 2548 

and  2549 

(9) A landscape analysis of available perinatal mental health programs, 2550 

treatments, and services, and notable innovations and gaps in care provision and coordination, 2551
